HAS BETTER PLAN 


Many of these professionals are 
men of prominence and standing 
in other lines. Europe has a bet- 
ter plan. Their ethietic instruc- 
tors are not “professionals” but 
“noncompeting amateurs.” As to 
the character of the men, Johan 
Blofsom and Tad Jones at Yale 
are men of wealth and standing, 
religious and sincere. Roper is a 
Philadelphia lawyer and may be 
the next Mayor of the Quake 
City. Rockne at Notre Dame is a 
professor of chemistry. Dr. Spaeth, 
the famous rowing coach at 
Princeton, is an English professor 
and Stagg of Chicago is a divinity 
man. 


We have, of course, «& of 
coach purely professional, bringing 
no credit to the game or their 
schools. But the majority are men 
of high moral standards who are 
a bit frightened by the power and 
influence and who understand the 
danger of telling high-strung dead- 
in-earnest youngsters anything 
save the purest sportsmanship.

MUCH NEW EVIDENCE 

It ie within the power of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
to call upon the State Railroad 
Commission for all of the evidence 
and engineer reports secured ftr- 
ing past several years. Th the 
Plaza prop nents assert, would be 
a splendid foundation with which 
to start and would obviate the 
necessity of starting in and mak- 
ing an elaborate new study of the 
engineering phases of the proposi- 
tion. 

Samuel Storrow, who represent- 
ed the Civic Center Association in 
all the Plaza terminal hearings, 
states that the accumulated evi- 
dence would be ample foundation 
upon which to base a case before 
the high commission, but that this 
alone need not be relied upon. 

“The engineerin reports and 
traffic reviews which were submit- 
ted to the State Railroad Commis- 
sion in the Plaza case are now 
about three years old.” said he, 
“and since they were compiled 
the city has grown perhaps 200,- 
000. If our traffic problem at that 
time justified the Railroad Com- 
mission in ordering a union termi- 
nal built should it not be possible 
for us now, with our increase in 
auto usage and the growth of 
street-car and interurban business, 
to intensify the original reports by 
at least 25 per cent?” 

Mr. Storrow says he is glad that 
the Supreme Court ruled with the 
railroads. He says that the deci- 
sion does not deny that the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission is su- 
preme in such matters. He is 
willing to submit the case to the 
latter, and ig hopeful that « quick 
consideration of it can be had. 

“I have felt from the beginning 
that the a Commerce 
Commission ould decide the 
question.” said Mr. Storrow yester- 
day. “The railroads will never 
act in any public matter except 
upon order from the court of last 
resort.” 

Mr. Storrow recently returned 
from an eastern trip which gave 
him an opportunity to study the 
union depots at Chicago, Kansas 
City, St. Louis, Cincinatti, New 
York and Boston. 
he asserts, were built by the rail-

“If'we needed the terminal two 
or three years ago, when the city 
and State Railroad Commission 
each spent $70,000 to compile the 
elaborate report on this subject, 
we ceftainly need it twice as badly 
now. Our traffic problem has been 
growing by leaps and bounds, and 
is now almost beyond wus, for the 
time being. We need grade cross- 
ing elimination worse than we 
needed it two years ago. After 
$40,000 had been spent to compile 
the Sachse report, a large group 
of prominent engineers approved 
it. Not all of them d with 
every little detail of it, but all ad- 
mitted that it was right. as a 
comprehensive plan, and was work- 
able. 


CAN FINANCE TERMINAL 

“One of the biggest howls thai 
has been put up by the railroads 
is the song that they can't afford 
to build the terminal—that they 
can't raise the money. I am moral- 
ly certain that if the Interstate 
Commerce Commission issues an 
order directing the railroads to use 
a union terminal we can provide 
a terminal company that will con- 
struct the stat and its appur- 
tenances and them to the rail- 
roads until cW time as the car- 
riers desiré to rchase them on 
the easy payment plan. That end 
of it can be easily worked out. 

F. W. Blanchard, the first man 
in this city to take hold of the 
union terminal idea, a dozen years 
ago, as an organization worker, 
says that it is time for Los An- 
geles business men to find out 
where the Southern Pacific Ralil- 
road Company stands regarding 
the future progress of the city. 

“I've been in Los Angeles a long 
time,” seid Mr. Blanchard, “and 
in that time I tan't remember when 
posing some greatly-n city im- 
provement. Throughout this Plaza 
terminal fight the Southern Pacific 
has stood out as the most formid- 
able opponent, wielding ite big 
stick in the form of the Arcade 
station. where it proposes ta ac- 
commodate tHe Union Pacific sys- 
tem as well as iteelf in order to 


@|\ the worst offenders so far as the 


grade crossing nuisance is con- 
cerned. The Boyle Heights coun- 
try. a great city in Iteelf, needs via- 
ducts to bring ite 100.000 people 
Into the heart of Los Angeles morn- 
ing and night, and the Southern 
Pacific prevents it. . 
TIME FOR SHOWDOWN 

“I think it is time for us to have 
a showdown and find out whether 
the Southern Pacific, which has so 
greatly prospered with the prosper- 
ity of this city, is going to pull 
with the city, shoulder to showl- 
der, or fight it to the last ditch 
every time the city proposes an 
improvement which wil] cost the 
railroad a few doliars. 

“If the business interests of Los 
Angeles can look for no co-vpera- 
tion from the Southern Pacific, I 
fer one think it is time we were 
beginning to toss our businoss to 
those who work for our best in- 
terests.”’ 

Mr. Blanchard says he feels-eure 
that today 90 per cent of the siti. 
zens of Los Angeles want a union 


terminal at or near the Plaza. Hel’ 


says he thinks that most of them 

have accepted the plan as a prac- 

tical one, and that they resent the 

obstinate attitude of the Southern 

Pacific upon this important ques- 
on.

Trend of Political Thought and 
Action 


By the Sentry on His Beat 

Mark Keppel, County Superin- 
tendent of Schools, addressed «a 
conference of Southern California 
legislators last week in the matter 
of needed expansion of the South- 
ern Branch of the University of 
California. Mr. Keppel estimated 
that approximately 6000 Southern 
California boys and girls will be 
required next year to make the 
long and expensive trip to Berke- 
ley in order to obtain the advan- 
— of a university course. 

e informed the State Assem- 
blymen and Senators that nearly 
1,300,000 people now reside in Los 
Angeles county and that the popu- 
lation increase in this part of the 
State will continue in the future 
as in the past, making necessary 
greater educational’ facilities here 
if this section of California is pot 
to be seriously handicap 

Mr. Keppel spoke with earnest- 
ness and eloquence; his auditors 
enthusiastically applauded his de- 
mand that the university branch 
here be expanded to include a full 
four-year course. But one man in 
the entire group of State law- 
makers appeared unconvinced: Mr. 
Keppel redoubled his persuasive 
efforts. He told: of how Los An- 
geles and the south are gaining in 
wealth and population and pres- 
tige. He mentioned the fact that 
San Francisco is as distant from 
Los Angeles as Omaha from Chi- 
cago, and yet one listener in the 
enthusiastic group continued to 
gaze at the eager educator with a 
cold and unyielding gaze. 

The County Superintendent con- 
cluded his remarks and departed, 
having won, apparently, the whole- 
hearted co-operation of all except 
one of those present. 

The ee was Assemblyman 
Scott of San Francisco, who had 
been invited to attend the confer- 
ence. 


. Addressing the same conference 
a few minutes later, however, Mr. 
Scott indicated that Mr. Keppel’s 
remarks appealed to him as rea- 
sonabie and well founded, and the 
San Francisco Assemblyman fur- 
ther popularized himself with the 
southern legislators by announc- 
ing that he will vote for Assem- 
Long Beac or. Speaker the 
Assembly."

Triple Phase 


The outlook for 1923 is for fair- 
ly stable business. The situation 
at large as summarized by the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce of New 
York says that improvement dur- 
ing the year has been primarily 
the result of domestic demand. 
Stocks both of raw materials and 
of finished goods, in process of re- 
duction throughout 1921, disap- 
peared so rapidly that during 1922 
demand had to be met from cur- 
tent production. Despite labor 
troubles of the worst sort, the 
country passed rapidly from a 
condition of curtailed output and 
widespread unemployment to 
downright labor shortage. A tre- 
mendous construction program has 
ben carried out with consequent 
activity in industries producing 
bullding materials and accessories. 
Crops have been good, they have 
moved fairly rapidly despote car 
shortage and prices for some agri- 
cultural products have improved 
materially. Wholesale and retall 
trade are satisfactory. 

The situation as to money and 
credit is not far different from 
that as to goods. Much foreign 
gold has come into the Federal 
Reserve System, swelling reserves 
already too large, and slow liquida- 
tion of forzen credits has contin- 
ued. So efficiently has the Unit- 
ed States banking system func- 
tioned, however, that the credit 
needs of expanding business have 
been fully cared for without the 
development of the tendency to 
inflation which bas been so much 
feared. The American money mar- 
ket has probably been more stable 
during the last twelve months than 


‘lim any year of the last decade. 


During 1922 the United States 
made great progress toward a con- 
dition of industrial, mercantile and 
credit stability. The course of bus- 
iness in 1923 depends on two fac- 
tors: domestic demand and the sit- 
vation in other countries. Main- 
tenance of domestic demand is con- 
ditiona] upon preventing the in- 
crease of labor costs to the pe 
which will force prices o of 
reach of large classes of the buy- 
ing public. If conditions abroad 
improve during 1923, business in 
this country should show substan- 
tial gains. At the worst it ought 
not to fall materially below the 
levels of the latter part of the year 
just closed. 


the last twelve months 
the bond market 
through three distinct phases: 
rapid advance, a period of rela- 
tive stability, with a moderate up- 
ward tendency, and a period of 
moderate decline. 

The two major causes which ex- 
plain the movement of the bond 
market during 1922 are of great 
significance in relation to its prob- 
able course in 1623. As a result 
of general busigess unsettiement in 
1920 and the earlier months of 
1921, many excellent bonds had de- 
clined below what they were worth 
for permahent investment. This 
situation was certain to be correct- 
ed as s00n as business stability 
was regained. & 

The second factor was the diver- 
sion into the bond market of funds 
ordinarily employed in commercial 
and industrial enterprise. Durifg 
the long period of liquidation, 
many businesses accumulated 
funds which were not immediately 
required for their current opera- 
tions. In the interim it was nec- 
essary to employ this money, and 


pmany turned to the bond market, 


at first because the yields on many 
ljasues were very attractive and 
later because of the expectation of 
profits on a rising market. 


BONDS COME BACK 


Bonds bought for temporary in- 
vestment were certain to come 
back on the market sooner or later, 
and under these conditions the 
market was also peculiarly sensi- 
tive’ to money rates. Declines in 
prices during the autumn monthe 
have been due in considerable 
measure to this situation, but they 
have been moderate and it seems

CHICAGO, Dec. 30.—-The sands 
of 1922 are running out quietly. 
A year ago it was a sandstorm 
sweeping over the western prairies, 
intensified by a stampede in the 
cattle, trade, in which the disturb- 
ances. of that year had created 
perhaps, more trouble than in any 
other interest. The bankers of this 
city were busy building pecuniary 
walls against the disasters that 
were threatened. Today they sit in 
their pariors in comparative peace 
of mind. Nor was it altogether 
cattle at the end of 1921, for all 
the agricultural interests were 
much perturbed, less so, indeed, 
than.in midyear as they had re- 
ceived a good deal of help and had 
largely recovered their nerve. | 
This time nearly all the business 
interests are in a state of activity 
and hopefulness, but the leaders 
and the students of world affairs 
are taking such a moderate view 
of what may happen during 1923 
that any wild speculation save 
possibly in a few stocks is unlike- 
ly. Indeed after the turn of the 


year, and for the first few weeks, 
the stock market t just as likely 
to be of a piece with its present 
quietude—perhaps on a lower 
range of prices. We all demon- 
strate a little anxiety over the 
European situation as a matter of 
courtesy to those participating in 
the troubles, or rather as a mat- 
ter of habit, but it f easy to brush 
this fly out of our presence in the 
jovial hol Gays.

We shall go in substantially 
the same way as in the past few 
months, especially in the building 
trades, unless Henry .Ford gobbles 
us up. 


FLIVVER KING LOOMS 


Ford is stalking the whole 
country for big game as is evi- 
denced by his recent purchases of 
all sorts of property in all sorts 
of places. A manufacturing site 
in St. Paulis one of the latest 
echemes and he is now credited 
with getting seme bituminous coal) 
properties in the Pittsburg district. 
He seems disposed to grab every- 
thing within reach, and some 
people hereabouts are desirous of 
grabbing him for the Presidency 
of the United Btates. If he reaches 
that position he will then have 
grabbed the whole country. 

But while Ford has distanced 
the original Vanderbilt and 
walked far ahead of other promi- 
ment folk in the United States, 
he is not yet a monopoly in re- 
straint of trade. The only mo- 
nopoly he really possesses is a 
brain, the quality of which many 
other induetrialiste might well 
envy. One might wish he would 
grab Constantinople, who is e 
lone orphan without adequate 
means of support and with the bar- 
barians of the Balkan states men- 


acing her very existence. And 
Constantinople is a near neighbor 
to that soviet country which shares 
some of Mr. Ford's economic 
theories. 

The recent purchases of Mr. 
Ford.are so numerous and so 


widely scattered that many an in- 
terest in the West and the South 
is waiting patiently for an oppor- 
tunity to place her hand in his, for 
where he goes prosperity goes. 

There is one worry we have in 
the West along with all the pleas- 
ing prospects and that relates to 
the winter wheat. There is no 
snow on the ground and the soll is 
dry. Current weather happenings 
are affording little promise of re- 
lease from this situation. But 
never do we get through a year 
without some anxiety regarding 
that portion of our crops. This 
year, not only in the western 
fields, but in the East, insect pests 
are causing more than the usual 
anxiety, and in some localities 
wheat is a special object of atten- 
tion by these creatures, that is, 
the ripened grain in which they 
make their home. Grain stored in 
bins or carried in sacks is spe- 
claily Habfe to their destructive 
work, for the elevators are 
equipped with protection against 
them. And then we cannot help 
having in mind our neighbors to 
the South, subject the coming year 
to depredations by the bo!! 
weevil.

But they had the same gay, in- 
terested cynicismm—the same air of 
careless fervor—if I may use such 
a phrase. 

They always give you the im- 
pression that they would face death 
with a emile and shrug. and it 
didn’t matter muc} to them wheth.- 
er it was to save Europe or win 
the kiss of a girl. 

I remember one Austrian gen- 
era] who was supposed Jo be lead- 
ing an advance upon Brest-Litovsk 
military movement which 
might settle the fate of Europe.

The devel- 
opment of the motion picture in 
a few years will bring the perfec- 
tion of the stereoscopic effect—the 
third é4imension — he says, but he 
does not believe that much will 
be ions teward recording the voice 
and action simultaneously.

DON'T TYPEWRITE CHECKS 


More Than Fifty Million Dollars a Year Lost Through 
Forgery; Bankers Suggest Precautions 


000 annually. 

Because of their expertness, clev- 
erness and efficient organization the 
percentage of convictions of forg- 
ere ia lamentably small. 

To combat this danger the for- 
gery prevention bureau recently was 
organized in New York. The bu- 
reau's is to inform the 
public of the extent of the opera- 
tions of check forgers, to describe 
their methods and to warn against 
losses by the use of proper preven- 
tive measures in the drawing and 
handling of checks. 


ENORMOTS CRIWES 


The enormity of the losses 
through check forgeries ia account- 
ed for by the fact that no coun- 
try in the world uses choecks to 
the extent that American business 
men use them. It has been esti- 
mated that $2 per cent of our bust- 
ness is transacted with checks, and 
J. W. Speare in his book. “Pro- 
tecting the Nation's Money,” esti- 
mates that the annval volume of 
check transactions tutals $542,000,- 
000,000 with an actual currency of 
something like $4,000,000,000. 

Notwithstanding the perfection 
of forger-proof devices the losses 
through the alteration of checks has 
been steadily mounting for the rea- 
son that in the increasing use of 
checks as a medium of exchange 
there are still an enormous num- 
ber of checks that are carelessly 


that the forgers work their will 
and reap their great annual yield. 


THE WARNING ISSUED 


To guard against the danger that 
lies in the careless drawing of 
checks the forgery prevention bu- 
reau recently issued a warning giv- 
ing these four principal causes for 
the success of check forgers: 

(1.) Lack of care in guarding 
blank checks against them. 

(2.) Improper drawing of the 
check. 

(3.) Inefficient protection

(4.) Failure to use forger-proof 
paper and check writers. 

Inder the first head the bureau 
advises that checks be kept under 
lock and key, that they be num- 
bered serially and that the paper 
be of some special design of fab- 
ric that will be extremely difficult 
to successfully imitate.

There are enough of 
these to make it worth their while.

BAG RULING

West Coast Farmers Win 
Fight on Proposed New 
Regulations 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 
WASHINGTON, Deo. 30.—Farm- 


ers and grain producers of the Pa- 
cific Coast won a victory yesterday 
which will save them many hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. A 
threatened substantial increase in 
the price of jute bags and burlap 
in the piece brought about by cus- 
toms circular 629 was revoked by 
Assistant Secretary Clifford of the 
Treasury. 

This order provided that under 
the new tariff instead of a bale of 
jute bags being stamped in one 
place to indicate the country of 
origin every individual bag would 
have to be stamped. woult 
add several cents to the cost to the 
farmer of all the bags. and the an- 
nual consumption on the fracific 
Coast alone runs up into the mil- 
lions.

LAUDS AUTO THIEF SQUAD 


Los Angeles Officers Unsurpassed by Any in United 
States, Says Chief Oaks 


Los Angeles police records of recoveries of stolen automobiles 
during 1933 yesterday invoked eulogy of the automobile squad from 
Chief of Police Oaks. Considering the ridiculously small force handling 
the stolen machine situation here. Chief Oaks declared his men were 
unsurpassed in efficiency and agility by the police of any other city in the 


United States. 
His claim was based on records 
of the squad’s activities “which 


were tabulated, disclosing the num-/ tak 


ber of automobiles stolen and re 
covered this year up until noon 


‘yesterday. The figures show that 


3757 motor care were reported 
stolen and 3347 recovered—a dit- 


ference of 410 machines. 

The tota!] value of the cars stolen 
is $4,312,700, while that of the cars 
recovered is $3,764,800. 


GAIN BY.COMPARISON 

Those figures, according to Chief 
Oaks, are all the more remarkable 
when a comparison is made of the 
size and the records of the San 
Francisco automobile squad with 
those of Los Angeles. In the 
northern city there are twenty-two 
men on outside duty and five in- 
side, while here there are but six 
men outside and two on inside 
duty. He «also mentioned the sig- 
nificant fact that while in San 
Francisco there are but two ave- 
nues out of the city, tn Los An- 
geles there are many, thus making 


the operations of this city’s auto- | **™ 


mobile equad all the more dificult. 

large gains in the number of 
stolen motor cars are shown in 
thie year’s records over 1921. In 
the twelve months of that year the 
Los Angeles police recovered 1726 
machines against a total of 2333 
reported stolen. 


REASONS FOR INCREASE 


Various reasons are attributed to 
the increase in automobile ban- 
ditry. The most important is he 
rapidly increasing number of motor 
car owners in the State and espe- 
clally in Los Angeles. With so 
many vehicles on the streets, the 
expert thief or the joyride seeker 
has an enlarged field to pick from. 


It ie the latter type of thief which 
causes the police the most trouble. 

Sixty-five per cent of the auto- 
mobiles stolen, police say, are 
en by Jjoyriders; 20 per’ cent 
are for stripping; 10 per cent are 
stolen for transportation purposes 
by those wishing to leave this part 
of the country, and 5 per cent are 
generally clearly cases in which in- 
surance collecting by the owner is 
the motive. Many cars, ‘* was 
learned, are found buried in 
creeks and the Los Angeles River 
bed, where it is supposed the own- 
ers hid them themselves. 


DECREASE SINCE KILLING 


A marked decrvase in the num- 
ber of cases reported has been no- 
ticed since the shooting of Ralph 
Wililis and Paul Marr, the avto- 
mobile thieves, about a month ago. 
The killing of the two leaders of 
the gang of thieves, Chief Oaks 
averred, resulted in so breaking 
up the band and the efficiency of 
ite members, that since the death 
of the two men, recoveries of 
stolen cars have increased almost 
560 per cent In the same time, 
the stealing of Ford coupes especi- 
ally has decreased to a great 4x- 


t. 
Speaking of the need of more 
men for his automobile squad, 
Chief Oaks outlined plans for a’ 
squad he hopes to obtain this com- 
ing year, when he believes the 
number of causes of stolen machines 
will surpess all previous records. 
“What I need for my auto 
squad.” he said, “is twenty-five 
men who will keep up the effi- 
ciency of the present members. 
With that number I would have 
a day and night squad in every

Question: Please let me know 
how I shall make up the papers 
with the contractor for my house. 
Also how I can get a clear title 
to the lot in a short time, to be 
sure he does not owe any money 
on the lot. 

Answer: You should have « real 
plan of the house showing arrange- 
ment of rooms and their dimen- 
sions, also a set of cations 
that show just what kind of work 
the contractor is going to do for 
you on every part of the job. If 
the house has been planned by an 
able architect, you will not need 
to bother with these things as the 
architect provides them. If you 
try to do without them, you put 
yourself entirely in the hands of the 
contractor and trust to luck and 
hie personal integrity for re- 
sults you desire. 


Under the best of plans and 
specifications, there are so many 
possibilities for misunderstanding 
that the owner should take all 
reasonable precautions to protect 
hie interests throughout the work. 

There is a short form of con- 
tract that is ordinarily used on 
residential work which may be 
bought for a few cents at any of 
the large stationers. This contract 
should be filled in carefully and 
signed in duplicate by both parties. 
There is a place for filling in a 
bond to laborers and material men 
and the contractor often walves 
thie as unimportant. When 
only a personal bond is furnished, 
it is hardly worth the trouble, as it 
is usually worthiess, but when the 
contractor furnishes a surety bond 
from a responsible surety bonding 
company, you have the best pro- 
tection agai loss on the contract. 

Any established title company 
will search your title without un- 
necessary delay. they do not 
do it quickly, it t# probably time 
well epent to await their decision.

It is significant that Vitruvius | 
specified flint for concrete, as it is 
one of the hardest, toughest kinds 
of rock on earth. It is certainly a 
tribute to his good judgment, for 
that was all he had to go by. Be- 
|cause modern scientific research 
'}has proven that it requires rock 
‘as hard as flint and as well put to- 
gether in order to make the best 
concrete. 


| MAKE MANY TESTS 
' Many a layman would be sur- 
H my at how many different tests 
ve been devised for determining 
'this fact. Indeed, so complete has 
been the research and experiment- 
ing that all guesswork has been 
‘eliminated and the modern engi- 
neer and architect never need be 
in doubt for a moment as to! 
| whether a giver®kind of rock will 
make first-class concrete. 

You measure the quality in con- 
crete, of course, by the way it 
stands up under usage. 
ple, it has been found that where 
inferior rock is used in construct- 
ing highways the particles of rock 
actually crumble under the pound, 
pound, pound of modern traffic. 
The result is that the road literally 
goes to pleces. On the other hand, 
when the right kind of rock is used 
even the heaviest traffic, will not 
cause the aggrermate to vield 

Again, when concrete is used in 
buildings, unless the rock has a 
high resistance to heat the walls | 
of which it is made will weaken 
in the terrific temperature often 
developed when a large structure 
is on fire.

CHEMICAL TESTS FOR ROCK 
But it must pass many another 
test before it can qualify: among 
them being chemical and micro- 
scopic tests, to determine just 
what kind of minerals the rock is 
composed of. and just how well 
they are put together. If it Its 
found, for example, that the min- 
erals are not very durable, even 
though they are put together very 
compactly, the rock will not be 
good for concrete. On the other 
‘hand, even if the minerals are 
‘@urable, if the structure is weak, 
jthe rock will easily crumble and, 
‘therefore, make poor concrete. 
You must have durable miner- 
ale, solidly put together, before 
you have good aggregate. os

It may next be tested for its 
tensile strength. or its resistance tu 
being pulled apart. A piece of the 
rock is placed . between two pairs 
of jaws on a specially constructed 
‘machine and slowly pulled apart. 
te the amount of force required 
to break the stone, détermines its 
‘fitness for concrete. This test is 
‘adapted from one used by the 
American Bociety for Testing Ma- 
terials to test cement. 


MUST RESIST ABRASION 

Still another test is known as the 
“rattler” or abrasion test. A quan- 
tity of the rock, together with a 
number of small cubical blocks of 
iron, is put In a drum resembling 
a equirrel cage and revolved 
around at «a certain speed for «@ 
\siven length of time. The parti- 
cles of rock rubbing against each 
other and against the iron cubes 
naturally wears away a certain 
quantity. If the percentage of 
wear is low, then again the rock 
proves iteelf hard enough for con- 
crete.

MEAT CONSUMPTION 
INCREASE IN AMERICA 


FEDERAL BUREAU MAKES RE- 
PORT ON AMOUNT EATEN

The trend of meat consumption 


sises in a rather striking way the 
relation of meat consumption to 


people. In the period from 1911 
to 1915 there appears to have been 
in the United States a steady de- 
cline in meat consumption from 
163 to 138 pounds per capita. in 
1916, however, the meat consump- 
tion per capita showed «4 marked 
inerease to 145 pounds. This was 
probably due to thé fact that by 
that time wages had increased and 
people were able to buy larger 
quantities of meat. The general 
meat consumption trend for 
last seven years upward, 
with the exception of the year 
1917 when there was a marked de- 
cline which reached Whe lowest per 
capita consumption level so far 
recorded in this country. 
There was a very rapid rise in 
the prices of meat during that year 
which increased approximately nae 
—_ cent toward the middie of the 
While wages also 
rise in price was the 
factor in reducing meat 
sumption in 1917 to 131 pounds. 
In the following 


World War, Dut in spite of econ- 
omy, in 1918 meat consumption had 
increased to abowr fifteen pounds 
per capita over 1917, probably due 
to the fact that all labor was em- 
ployed at high wages. While meat 
consumption in certain classes was 
undoubtedly reduced, a much lar- 
ger class increased ita meat con- 


sumption. The continued inflated 
wage scale and higher 
standard of living had the ef- 


fect of continuing and increasirg 
the use of meat as a food product 
up to the present time. 

Complete data for consumption 
of meat during 19223 are not avail- 
able at this time, but in the first 
eight months there was higher 
consumption than last year, and 
assuming this increase will pro- 
portionally con*.mue during the re- 
mainder of the year. an estimate 
has n made wich indicates 
that t consumption will be 151 
pounds per capita.

Standards for Building W ork 
Determined by Research 


Corrosion of Conduits Given 
. Much Attention 


Building and Housing Sub- 
jects of New Division 


The year has been a notable one 
because of the great amount of 
scientific attention which has been 
given to the problem of cleminat- 
ing industrial wastes, says the an- 
nual] report of the director of the 
Bureau of Standards of the De- 
partment of Comme ve. 

Recognizing for many years that 
the solution of this problem de- 
pends tike all fundamental itndus- 
trial questions upon correct asci- 
entife and technical data, the bu- 
reau has acted as a clearinghouse 
for information. Its staff has as- 
sisted in preparing codes and 
specifications, and it has conduct- 
ed a great number of important 
investigations in its laboratories, 
al th the object of eliminating 
unnecessary waste in our indu*- 
tries. A few of the investigations 
are the following 

e sums are lost each year 
through the corrosion of under- 
ground pipes, conduits and metal 
structures. Part of thie is the re- 
sult of electrolytic action, while 
part is caused by conditions of the 
soil. Zhe bureau has mapped out 
a& nextensive program to study ‘this 
subject, and, if possible, to sug- 
gest means for preventing this 
waste. Pieces of pipe have been 
buried in different sections of the 
country, and the effect of the soil 
in these localities om the metal 
will be studied 


GAS-HEATING CONSIDERED 


Most appliances used for heat- 
ing by gas are operated at very low 
efficiency, with a consequent waste 
of gas and also with a very bad 
effect on persons working in the 
same room, because imperfect 
combustion means generation of 


carbon monoxide, which is ex- 
tremely poisono The bureau 
has studied the subject of improv- 
ing both natural and artificial gas 
burners very thoroughly and has 

ready issued recommendations 
which will greatty reduce gas con- 
sumption and improve the health 
of the users. 

In the field of building construc- 
tion more material than is neces- 
sary is often used for a wall, col- 
umn or floor siab, because infor- 
mation concerning the stresses 
which such structures or members 
can safely bear, their ability to re- 
sist fire, etc., is inaccurate or in- 
complete. In order to more defi- 
nitely formulate safe and ecto- 
nomical dards in this field, the 
Bureau is vesti t svuit- 
ability of rerolied steel] as a re- 
inforcement for concrete, the 
strength of walls and floors, the.

Answer: Always retard the spark 
before starting the engine; as soon 
as the engine starts to operate on 
ita own power, advance the spark 
to Ks norma! position and leave it 
there.

Apache Trail 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

PHOENIX (Aria.) Dec. 31.—The 
last legacy of the Campbell State 
administration has been the com- 
pletion of repairs on the famous 
Apache Trall Highway, between 
Phoenix and Giobe, by way of the 
Roosevelt dam and Tonto Basin. 
The, work over Fish Creek Hill to 
Tortilla Flat was through hard 
rock, creating a new road bed 
where the surfacing had disap- 
peared. 

Thousands of drill holes had te 
be bored for a distance of about 
eight miles and tons of TNT ex- 
ploded to secure road material and 
to widen the ortginal grade. There 
is declaration that now the won- 
derful scenic thoroughfare is i 
far better shape than when bullt 
through the Superstition oun- 
tains by the Reclamation Service 
and there is expectation that it will 
remain in condition with a mini- 
mum of attention. 

Several steel bridges remain to 
be placed before the pruject of- 
ficilally @an be called complete. 
Travel already is heavy over the 
road and the Southern Pacific 
ngain ie routing tourists through 
Roosevelt and Globe on the way 
from Phoenix to a return to the 
main line at Bowle. There is ex- 
pectation that plans made  iotg 
ago for a large fesort hotel at 
Roosevelt now will perfected. 

The highway is of very large 
value to the Tonto Basin and Sicrra 
Ancha districta, enabling access to 
Phoenix withoyt need «for travel 
through Miami to a connection 
with the Superior-Phoernix Hich- 
way. .The latter highway ise the 
shorter between Phoenix and 
Miami or Globe.

The Garden Beautiful in Southern C alifornia | 


INFORMATION BOTH PRACTICAL AND SCIENTIFIC. BY ERNEST BRAUNTON 


This hedge of Lavender makes an 


fear of plants that produce hay 

fever during their days of blooming. 
In the eastern States it was generally the 
common ragweed, Ambrosia, that we were 
warned against and that weed is somewhat 
prevalent in California. But we have lately 
found that the worst of all plant life is our 
native walnut, Jug ans Californica. that is 
fairly well distributed over the State. 

H. M. Hall, formerly head of the botanical 
department of the University of California, 
‘was asked to go to the town of Colusa to 
determine, if possible, the cause of tlie epi- 
demics of hay fever experienced there dur- 
re a part of every year. He noted that 
native California black walnut (Jugians 
Californica var. Hindsii Jepson) was much 
used as a street tree in the town, that the 
abundant pollen sifted down over the place 
just at the time when the disease was most 
prevalent, and that the disease disappeared 
soon after the close of the flowering period. 
It was also learned that when patients left 
the region temporarily to escape the dis- 
ease they were free from the symptoms, ex- 
cept when passing through towns where the 
black walnut grew. Finally, the botanical 
characters of the pollen were exactly those 
which one would expect in a _  hay-fever 
plant. Since this evidence a'! pointed to 
the walnut as probably the chief offender, 
samples of the pollen were gathered and 
biological tests were made on some eight 
subjects. In each case the results were 
positive. Twelve hay-fever subjects were 
also examined at Chico, a neighboring city, 
where cases are abundant during the spring 
und where the walnut is much grown as an 
ornamental tree. In every case positive re- 
actions were obtained with extracts pre- 
pared from the California black walnut 
pollen, whereas the contro!s gave no re 
actions. 

This native walnut is common in South- 
- erm California and hundreds of them grow 
wild in Los Angeles. On the north side of 
the Southwest Museum Hill there are 
scores of them.

Shall we drink Paraguay tea, which is ad-

and like it as well as any tea, liked it, in 
fuct, the first time it was tasted.

A 
sassafras tree at Horsham, Pennsylvania.

A white birch in Massxa- 
chusetts is twelve feet two inches in girth 
a pecan in Louisiana is nineteen feet six 
inches: a catalpa in Arkansas is sixteen 
feet. and a ye low poplar in North Carolina 
is thirty-four feet six inches in girth and 
198 feet high, probably the most majestic 
of the lot.

their returns for 1922. The farmers, how- 
ever, notwithstanding their hard work and 
large production, find themselves, the Secre 
tary says, still laboring under a great dis- 
advantage as compared with other business 
and industrial groups. The distorted rela- 
tionship between the prices they have re- 
ceived for their products and the prices 
they have been compelled fo pay for the 
things they buy has operated to keep them 
from the “real satisfactions of prosperity” 
that should be theirs. Mr. Wallace says, in 
plain English, that the farmers, as a whole, 
have been producing too well and too much 
for their own good in a business way, and 
he puts this fact alongside of high freight 
rates, strikes, high wages for labor, foreign 
depression and the unreasonably high costs 


among the mein causes of the agricultural 
producer's failure to realize what he should 
on his labor, time and investment in the 
year just ending. 

The report is not what could be termed 
a cheerful one, but the Secretary intimates 
very clearly that he believes the very con- 
ditions which have prevailed during the 
year will serve to hasten the inevitable re- 
adjustment which is needed to put the farm- 


er again on his feet. The farmers, he 
points out, are doing some hard, construc- 
tive thinking and are better united than | 
ever before for effective action. The expe-, 
rience of the last three years, he says, has 
brought home to the nation its dependence 
upon agriculture. Business, he points out, 
has at last learned the lesson that national 
prosperity is largely dependent upon agri- 
cultural prosperity and that when the buy- 
ing power of the farmers is restricted for 
any reason, all business and industry must 
suffer. He holds that this understanding is 
going to mean much to the agricultural pro- 
ducer. 

it is not pleasant to write of the handi- 
caps under which the farmer has labored 
in the past pear. Far more impressive it 
would be to cite the truly phenomenal vol- 
ume of his production. Staggering big sta- 
tistical figures could be printed, and will 
be printed all over the land, to show what 
the farmer’s labor has brought forth in the 
past twelve months. But those figures do 
not tell the real story. The farmer may 
produce a superabundance of food to feed 
the world and of raw materials to keep 
industry going, but unless he has something 
adequate in the way of returns to show for 
it, there is no occasion for crowing. 

California growers have done better on 
the whole than those of other parts of the 
country—and we may well be thankful for 
that—but what all thinking farmers want 
is a prosperity that shall embrace all who 
work on the soil. And that kind of pros-| 
perity is coming—probably in 1923, and cer- 
tainly in the next year or two. Every sign 
points that way, for some of the greatest

INITIAL CARE THE SECRET IN 


PLANTING OF DECIDUOUS STOCK 


By VINCENT F. BLANCHARD, Assistant Farm Advisor, Los Angeles County 


OS ANGELES COUNTY is rapidly be 
coming a great deciduous fruit center. 
Thée aqueduct system of water supply 

has made it possible’ to plant thousands of 
acres of thé great San Fernando Valley to 
deciduous and other fruits, and a drive 
along the Ventura and Chatsworth boule- 
vards gives one an opportunity to look out 
over the valley and get an idea of the extent 
of these plantings. The same view shows 
clearly, however, that there are many thou- 
sands of acres yet to be set out. Besides 
the possibilities of the San Fernando Valley 
there is still a chance for new develop- 
ments in fruit planting in the Antelope 
Valley and in other sections of the county. 

The late Dr. J. C. Whitten, former head 
of the Division of Pomology of the College 
of Agriculture, once stated that he belleved 
more than half of the fruit trees planted 
annually in the United States made less 
than half the growth they should make the 
first year in the orchard. That observation 
is perhaps true for the trees which have 
been observed in Los Angeles county by 
the writer. The stunting Of trees through 
improper attention at planting, and follow- 
ing planting seriously effects their health 
and vigor in future years. Much can be 
done in preventing and loss of 
trees, if more attention is given to proper 
planting. 


PREPARING THE SOIL 

Since irrigation is essential for success 
in deciduous frult-crowing in Southern 
California, it ig necessary to have the land 
prepared before planting, so that the water 
can be applied efficiently and uniformly. 
Attention should be given to leveling, and, 
where desirable, conturing should be done. 
One of the most important factors to bear 
in mind, when soll is moved while leveling, 


marked and large holes dug where the trees 
are to be planted, and then filled with sur- 
face soil. 

Deep plofing should be practiced, and if 
there are any hard layers or plow sole pres- 
ent, it is advisable to subsoil. If there are 
thin, compact strata in the subsoil, which 
are underlain with good soil, then it is ad- 
visable to crack open the soil by biasting. 
However, biasting is not satisfactory where 
the subsoll is made up of a deep, compact 
soil, for such a soil will go back to its for- 
mer state. After the deep work the surface 
should be worked into a good mulch. 


A common mistake is in planting too 
close. Investigations at Davis as to plant- 
ing distances have clearly shown that close 
planti it trees has a stunting ef- 
fect, ich cannot be counteracted entirely 
by removing part of the trees for wider 
spacing.. Better results are obtained by 
planting trees so that they will have plenty 
of room for. spreading. For most fruit trees 
a distance of twenty-four feet apart is sat- 
isfactory. Pears and apples, due to their 
more upright manner of growth, can be 
planted a little closer than that. Walnut 
trees, especially om good, deep, rich soils, 
should be planted 60 by 60 feet, or 30 by 60 
feet, when it is desired to interplant and 
take out every other tree after they get too 
close together.

handling and seems to thrive on almost all 
soils. An old tree, until recently growing 
in Santa Barbara, was probably the first 
tropical fruit tree planted im California. 

The Japanese persimmon, now receiving 
considerable commercial attention, is anoth- 
er hardy fruit tree that merits wider plant- 
ing for home use. Its orange and red fruits, 
ripening in the fall of the year, add an or- 
namental bit of color during the duller 
season. The tree comes into bearing early 
and requires no special care. Of all varie- 
ties now being in California, the 
Hachiya is by far most popular. The 
Fuyu, a nonastringent new variety that may 
be eaten hard, is rapidly making a name 
for itself. Other varieties of good quality, 
which, while not commercially important, 
are good for home plantings, are the Dal- 
Dai Maru, Gosho and Hyakume. 

A VALUABLE FRUIT 


The introduction of the Fetjoa sellowiana 
by Dr. Franceschi but a comparatively few 
years ago added a very valuable fruit to 
California horticulture. While a semitrop- 
ical, the Feijoa can be grown not only in 
Southern California, but through much of 
the northern part of the State as well. The 
plant is more of a bush than a tree, though 
it grows to a height of fifteen feet. As an 
ornamental it is receiving much attention 
because of its dark, 


strikingly brilliant flowers, borne in abun 
dance during the spring. The flower petals 
are fleshy, purplish above and white under. 
neath, with a cluster of scarlet stamens 
topped by yellow dusted anthers. The fruit, 
in the best varieties, is about the size of a 
hen's egg, round to oval, dark green in 
color, with a dull red cheek in some cases. 
The flesh is granular near the skin, soft and 
juicy in the center. The seeds are small, 
about the size of those of the fig. The fla- 
vor is exceedingly rich afid aromatic, and 
has been described as a combination of the 
strawberry, banana and pineapple; in fact, 
it has been unfortunately termed “pineap- 
ple guava,” although it is not a true guava.™ 
The fruit is eaten both fresh out of hand 
and preserved, but its most extensive use 
is for jams and jellies and for flavoring with 
other fruits. As an addition to apple pie it 
has been found exceptionally delicious. 
The Feijoa comes early into bearing. Bud- 
ded or grafted varieties should be planted 
in preference to seedlings, because of the 
uncertainty of quality and bearing of the 
latter. It requires only average cultivation 
and trrigaton, such as any ornamental | or 
fruiting plant should receive. 

For the drier parts of Southern Califor 
nia the pomegranate and the jujube find 
particular use. The former has long been 
known in the State and is now being grown 
commercially in the San Joaquin Valley. 
The pomegranate is a bush-like grower, 
lending itself well to hedges, and is found 
throughout parts of the State in yard and 
roadside plantings. The United States De 
partment of Agriculture has introducéd 
many new varieties which are fruiting in 
the government station at Chico and also 
in the Imperial Valley. The variety known 
ag the “Wonderful,” the best so far devel- 
oped, originated in Central California. As 
an addition to fruit salads, the pomegranate 
is finding a greatly increased use, as it 
lends a particularly pleasing and sprightly 
Savor all its own. 

The jujube is a more recent introduction, 
especially the large fruited form, which was 
brought in the instrumentality of 
the late Frank N. Meyer, agricultural ex-

IRRIGATION NEEDS 

Much of the weak growth of young trees 
is traceable to lack Of soil moisture after 
planting and during the first year. Too oft- 
en, the root development of a tree is re- 
stricted by not having enough water over a 
sufficient area of soil. A tree will make a 
root development of seven or eight feet, 
and sometimes more, on all sides, if the 
right conditions are provided. 

It is a mistake to run just one fufrow 
for a tree row, or even two. That might
